In this Table befides the general ftrudlure and figure of 
the feveral Bones, the dimenfions of the Brim of the Pelvis, 
and the diftance between the under-partsof the OJfa Ifchium t 
are particularly to be attended to, from which it will ap- 
pear that the cavity of the Brim is commonly wider from.

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fide to fide, than from the Back to the fore-part, but that 
the fides below arc in the contrary proportion. The Rea. 
e'er, however, ought not from this to conclude, that every 
Pelvis is fimilar in figure and dimenfions, fince even well- 
formed ones differ in fome degree from each other. In ge- 
neral, the Brim of the/Wz//jmeafurcs about five inches and- 
a quarter from fide to fide, and four inches and a quarter 
fronj the back to the fore-part ; there being likewife the 
fame diitance between the inferior parts of the OJfa Ifcbium» 
All thefe meafiures, however, muft be underflood as taken 
from the Skeleton, forin the Subject, the cavity of the Pel- 
■z>is is confiderably diminifhed by its teguments and con- 
tents. Correfpondent alfo to this diminution the ufual di- 
menfions of the head of the full grown Fcetus are but three 
inches and an half from ear to ear, acd four inches and a 
quarter from the fore to the hind-head.

This Plate Ihews the diftance from the fuperior part of 
the Os Sacrum to the Of/a Pubis, as well as from the laft 
mentioned Bones to the Coccyx, which in each amounts to 
about four inches and a quater. The depth likewife is 
lhewn of the pofterior, lateral and anterior parts of the Pel. 
vis, not in the line of the Body, but in that of the Pelvis 
from its Brim downward, which is generally three times 
deeper on the pofterior than anterior part, and twice the 
depth of the laft at the fides. 

From this view appears alfo the Angle which is formed by 
the laft Vertebra of the loins and the fuperior part of the Os 
Sacrum, as likewife the concavity or hollow fpace in the 
pofterior internal part of the Pelvis, arifing from the curva- 
ture of the laft-mentioned Bone and Coccyx; Anally, the 
diftance from which to the pofterior parts of the <0fa Ifchium 
is here exprelTed.

From this Plate may appear the great danger incident 
to bcth Mother and Child when the Pelvis is diftorted in 
this manner ; it being only two inches and an half at the 
Brim from the pofterior to the anterior part, and the fame 
diitante between the inferior parts of each Os Ifchium Vide 
Tab. XXVII. where the Pel-vis is one quarter of an inch 
narrower at the brim than this, but fufficiently wide below. 
VEricusare the forms of diftorted Bafons, but thelait men- 
tioned is the. moft common. It a great happinefs however 
in praclice that they are feldom fo narrow, though there are 
inftances where they have been much more fo. The danger 
in all fjch cafes muftincreafe or diminifh, according to the 
degree of diftortion of the Pelvis and fize of the Child's 
head.

As it is of great confequence to every praaitioner ia 
Midwifery, to know exa&ly the Situation of the parts con- 
cerned in Parturition, and which have not been accurately 
defcribed by former Anatomies* with a view to this particu- 
lar Branch, I have given this Draught from one of the pre- 
ferved Subjects which I keep by me, in order to demonftrate 
thefe parts in the ordinary Courfe of my Lectures. From 
a View then of the fituation of the parts it appears that the 
Os Externum is not placed in the middle of the inferior part 
of the Pel-vis, but at the anterior and inferior part of the 
Pubis, and that the Labia cover likewife the anterior part 
of thefe bones. 

Secondly, It maybe obferved, that as the Fr<enum Labio- 
rum, which is nearly adjoining to the inferior part of the 
OJa Pubis, is only about an inch from the Anus, between 
which and the Coccyx there is about three inches diltance, 
it follows, that the Anus is nearer to the nrft-mentioned 
JBones than to the latter. 

Thirdly. The View of this and the following Table will 

furniih 
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furnifh proper hints, with refpect to the method of touch- 
ing or examining the Os Uteri without hurting or inflaming 
the parts, as it appears that the Os Externum is placed for. 
wards towards the Pubis, and the Os Uteri backwards to. 
wards the Redum and Coccyx. By this wife mechanifm of 
Nature many inconveniencies are often prevented, which 
mull happen, ifthefe parts were oppofite to each other, and 
fituated in the middle of the inferior part of the Pelvis, par- 
ticularly a Prolapfus of the Vagina and Uterus, either in the 
unimpiegnated ftate, or in any of the fir ft four months of 
Pregnacy ; as alfo too fudden deliveries in any of the laft 
months. 

Fourthly, From a View of the Situation of the parts it 
will appear, that in Labour, when the Os Uteri is fufliciently 
opened to allow a paflage for the Head of the Foetus, the 
fame is protruded to the lower part of the Vagina, by whic* 
the external parts are pufhed out in form of a large Tumor, 
as in Table XV. 

Lafily, It m\y be obferved, that when it is neceflary to 
dilate the Os Externum, the principal force ought to be ap- 
plied downwards and towards the Reclum, to prevent the 
Urethra and the neck of the Bladder from being hurt or in- 
flamed.

It appears from this and the former Table that at this 
time nothing can be knows, with refpedt to Pregnancy, 
from the touch in the V-agina, as the refiftanceof the Uterus 
is fo inconsiderable that it cannot prevent its being raifed 
up before the finger ; and even were it kept down, the 
length of the Neck would prevent the ftretching being per- 
ceptible. The Uterus likewife not being flretched above 
the Pelvis, little change is made as to the figure of the 
Abdomen, further than that the Intejlines are raifed a little 
higher ; whence poflibly the old Obfervation of the Abdo. 
men being a little flatter at this Period than ufual from th e 
Intejlines being prefied more to each fide. Women at this 
Period mifcarry oftener than at any other : it is a grea 
happinefs however in Practice, that although they are fre- 
quently much weakened by large difcharges, yet they rarely 
fink under the fame, but are fooner or later relieved by La- 
bour coming on, which gradually ltretches the Neck and 
Mouth of the Womb, by the Membranes being forced down, 
with the Waters, and if the Placenta is feperated from the 
internal fur-face of the Uterus, all its contents 'are difcharged. 
But if the Placenta ftill adheres, the Membranes break, the 
Waters and Fcetus areexpelied, and the flooding diminiihes 
from the Uterus "contrafting dole to the Secundines, which 
alfo are ufually diicharged fooner or later. 

From the ftrufture finally of the Parts as reprefented in- 
this and the former Table, it may appear that it is much 
fafer to refln-in the Flooding, and fupport the Patient, 
waiting with Patience the efforts of Nature, than to endear

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vjur to ftretch the Os Uteri and deliver either with tke 
Hand or lnftruments, which might endanger a laseration 
and infiamationof the parts.

now is fo largely ftretched as to fill all the up- 
per part of tiu Pelvis, and begins alfo to increafe fomuch as 
to re 11 on the Brim, and to be fupported by the fame, the 
Fundus ax. ihe fame time being raifed confiderably above the 
fubcs. From the Abdomen beir.g now more ftretched the 
Woman is morefr nfibleofher growing biger, and the U/erm 
alfo from the counter-premire of the Contents and Parietes 
of the Abdomen is kept down and the Os Uteri prevented 
from riling before the finger as formerly. In lean Women 
the flretching of the Uterus Can fometimes be perceived in 
the Vagina at this period as well as above the Pubes : but 
nothing certain can be difcovered from the refiftance or feel 
otthe Mouth of the Womb or Lips which are commonly the

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fame in the firft Months of Pregnancy as before it.

By which means the lerous fluid is dif- 
charged for the prefent, but commonly recurs ; and the 
fame opperation muft be repeated feveral times perhaps be-^ 
fore delivery, after which however, the tumefaction entirely 
fubfides. Here it may be obferved that this complaint can 
feldom or never obftrutt de'ivery, as the Labia are fituated 
at the anterior part of the OJfa Pubis, and can rarely affecT: 
the ftretching of the Franu?n, Perinmim, Vagina, and Rec- 
tuK. From this figure it appears that the ftretching of the 
Uterus can eafih be felt at this period in lean Subjects,, 
through the Parietes of the Abdomen; efpecially if the In- 
tejlines Ao not lie before it. In general indeed, as the Uterus 
ftretches, it rifes higher, by which means the Intejlines are 

like 
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likevvife raifed higher, and arc alfo prefTed to each fide. 
Hence the nearer the Woman is to her full time, the ltrctch- 
ing is the more eafily felt.

From this Table may appear the dificulty of ftretching 
the Os Uteri in flooding Cafes, even at this period, from the 
length and thicknefs of the neck of the Wcmb, efpecially in 
a firft Pregnancy : much the fame method however is to be 
followed here as was directed in Table VI. till Labour 
comes on to dilate the Os Uteri. If the Flooding is then 
confiderable, the Membranes fhouldbe broken, that the Uterus 
may contraft, and thereby lefTen the difcharge. The La. 
bour likewife, if it is neceffary, may be affifled by dilating 
the Os Uteri in time of the pains, which alio, if wanting, 
may be provoked by the fame medod when the Patient is 
in danger. If this danger is imminent, and the Woman 
feems ready to expire, the Uterus as appears from this Table 
is at this time fufficiently ftretched to receive the Opera- 
tor's hand to extraft the Fatus, if the ©J Internum can be 
fefely dilated. 

Laflly, It may be obferved that Women are in greater 
danger at this period and afterwards than in the former 
Months.

The Placenta has been found adhering to all the different 
parts of the internal furface of the Uterus, and fometimes 
even over the infide of the Os Uteri ; this laft manner of 
adhefion however always occafions Floodings as loon as the 
fame begins to dilate. 

Tables VI. VIII. IX. X. fliew the internal furface of the 
Placenta towards the Foetus, with the Veffels compofing its 
fubflance proceeding irom the Funis which is inierte. 111 
different Placentas into all the different parts of the fame, 
as well as in the middle. 

The thirtieth and thirty-third Tables (hew the infertion 
of the Funis into the Abdomen of the F&tus. 

With refpeft to the expulfion of the Placen a, when the 
Membranes break, the Uterus contrads as the W iters are 
evacuated till it comes in contact with the Body of the 
F cuius : the lame being delivered, the Uterus grows much 
thicker, and contracts clofely to the Placen a and Membranes, 
by which means they are gradually feperatcd, and forced 
into the Vdgina. This fnews that we ought to follow th e 
method which nature teaches, waiting with patience, a d 
allowing it to feperate in- a flow manner, which is much 
r practice, efpecially when the patient is weak ; as e 
difcharge is neither io great or ludden as when the Placenta 
is hurri( d down in the two common meihod. But then w e 
mult not run into the other extreme, but afiiit. Wi*en nature 
is not iuiiident to expel the tame..

to the Body of the Foetus, which is here represented in a 
natural pofition with the Vertex refting at the fuperior part 
of the OJfa Pubis and the forehead towards the right Of 
Ilium.

Hence it may be obfcrved> that 
though the diitance between the inferior parts of the laft 
mentioned Bones is much the fame, as between the Coccyx 
and Pukes, \et as the Cavity of the Pelvis is much ihal-

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The Anus is likewife lengthned an inch, the ports alfo 
between it and the Coccyx being much diftended. All thi? 
©ught to caution the young practitioner never to precipi- 
tate the delivery at this time, but wait, and allow the parts 
to dilate in a flow manner, as from the violence of the La- 
bour-pains the fudden delivery of thr head of the Foetus 
might endanger the laceration of the parts. The palm of 
the operator's hand ought therefore to be prefled again ft 
the Perineum, that the head may be prevented from pal- 
ling till the Os Externum is fufficiently dilated, to allow it« 
delivery without tearing the Fr&num, and parts betwixt 
that and the Anus, which are at this time very thin.

The Patient in this Cafe may be as in this Table, on her 
fide with her Breech a little over the fide or foot of the Bed, 
her Knees being likewife pulled up to her Belly, and a Pil- 
low placed between them, care being taken at the fame 
time that the parts are by a proper covering defended 
from the external air. If the hairy fcalp of the Fcsius is 
fo fvvelled that the fituation of the Head cannot be diflin. 
guifhed by the Sutures as in Table XXI. or if by introducing 
a Finger between the Head of the Child and the Pubes, or 
Groin, the Ear or back part of the Neck cannot be felt, the 
Os Externum muft be gradually dilated in the time of the 
pains with the Operator's fingers (previovifly lubricated 
with Hog's-lard) till the whole Hand can be introduced in- 
to the Vagina, and flipped up in a flattiih form between the 
polterior part of the Pelvis and Child's Head. This laft 
is then to be raifed up as high as is poflible, to allow rocm 
for the Fingers to reach the Ear and pofterior part of the 
Neck. When the pofition of the Head is known , the Opera- 
tor muft withdraw his Hand, and wait to fee if the ftretch- , 
ing of the parts will renew or increafe the Labour-pains, 
and allow more fpace for the advancement of the Head i» 
the Pelvis . If this however proves of no effect, the Fin- 
gers are again to be introduced as before, and one of the 
Blaces of the Forceps (lubricated with lard) is then to be 
applied along the infide of the Hand or Fingers, and left 
Ear of the Child, as reprefented in the Table. But if the 
Peluis is diftorted, and projects forward at the fuperior part 
of the Os Sacrum and the Forehead thereof cannot be moved 
a Little backwards, in order to turn she Ear from that part 
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•f the Pelvis which prevents the End of the Forceps to pafs 
the fame, in that cafe I fay, the Blade mufl be introduced 
along' the pofterior part of the Ear at the fide of the dif- 
torted Bone. The Hand that was introduced is then to be 
withdrawn, and the Handle of the introduced Blade held 
with it as far back as the Perineum will allow, whilft the 
Fingers of the other Hand are introduced to the Os Uteri, 
at the Pubes or right Groin, and the other Blade placed 
exactly oppofite to the former. This done, the Handles 
being taken hold of and joined together, the Head is to be 
pulled lower and lower every pain till the Vertex, as in this 
Table, is brought down to the inferior part of the left 
Ifchium, or below the fame. The wide part of the Head 
being now advanced to the narrow part of the Pelvis be- 
twixt, the Tuberofities of the OJfa Ifchium, it is to be turned 
from the left Ifchium out below the Pubes, and the Forehead 
backwards to the concave part of the Os Sacrum and Coccyx, 
as in Table XVII. and afterwards the Hand brought along 
and delivered as in Table XVIII. and XIX. But if it is 
found that the delivery will require a confiderable degree 
•f force from the Head's being large, or the Pelvis narrow, 
the Handles of the Forceps are to be tied together with * 
Fillet, as reprefented in this Table, to prevent their pofi- 
tion being changed, whilft the woman is turned on her 
Back as in Table XXtV. which is then more convenient 
for delivering the Head than when lying On the fide. 

This Table fhews that the Handles of the Forceps ought 
«o be held as far back as the Os Externum will allow, that 
the Blades may be in an imaginary line between that a d 
the middle fpace between the Umbilicus and he Scrciicuiu s 
Cordis. Wnen the Forceps are applied along the Ears and 
Sides of the Head, they are nearer to one another, have a 
better ho'd, and mark lefc than when over che Occipital apd 
Frontal Bones.

In the fame View with the former, reprefents in out-lines 
the Head of the Foetus brought lower with the Forcepsj 
and turned from the pofition in the former Table, in im- 
itation of the natural progreffion by the Labour-pains, 
which may Kkewife be fuppofed to have made this turn^ 
before it was neceffary to affift with the Forceps, this 
neceflity at laft arifing from many of the caufes mention- 
ed in Vol. I. 

In this View the pofition of the Forceps, along the Ears 
and narrow part of the Head, is more particularly exprefled. 
It appears alfo that when the Vertex is turned from the left 
Oi Ifchium, where it was clofely confined, it is difengaged 
by coming out below the Pules, and the Forehead that was 
preiTed againft the middle of the right Os Ifchium is turned 
into the Concavity of the Os Sacrum and Coccyx. By this 
means the narrow part of the Head is now between the Offa 
Ifchium, or narrow part of the Pel-vis, and as the Occiput 
comes out below the Pubes, the Head pafTes Hill eafier a- 
long. When the Head is advanced fo low in the Pelvis, 
if the pofition cannot be diftinguifhedby the Sutures, it may 
for the mod part be known by feeling for the back part of. 
the neck of the Fce'us, with a Finger introduced betwixt 
the Occiput and Puhes, or towards one of the Groins. If the 
Head is fqueezedinto alongifliform, as in Table XXI. and 
has been detained many Hours in this pofition, the pain* 
not-being fufficient to complete the Delivery ; the Afliftance 
of the Forceps muft be taken to fave the Child, though the 
woman may be in no danger. But if the Head is high up 
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in the Pelvis, as in the former Table, the Forceps ought 
*iot to be ufed except in the moft urgent neceflity. 

This Table alfo fhews that the handles of the Forceps ar e 
ftilltobe kept back to the Perinanm, and when in this por- 
tion are in a line with the upper part of the Sacrum, and if 
held more backwards, when the Head is a little higher- 
would be in a line with the Scrobiculus Cordis. If the For- 
ceps are applied when the Head is in this pofnion, they 
are more eafily introdueed when the patient is in a fupine 
pofition, as in Table XXIV. Neither is it necsffary 
to tie the handles, which is only done to prevent their al- 
teration when turning the Woman from her fide to her back. 
A$ I have had feveral Cafes where a longer fort of For- 
ceps that are curved upwards are of great ufe to help along 
the Head, when the Body is delivered firft, as in Table 
XXXV. the fame are reprefented here by dotted line*. 
They maybe ufed in laborious Cafes as well as the others* 
but are not managed with the fame eafe.

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In the fame View and Section of the parts, fhews the Head 
of t \e Fa?:us in the fame pofuiftn, Hut brought lower down 
with the Forceps than in the former Table ; for in this 
the Os Externum is more open, the Occiput come lower 
down from below the Pui/es, and the Forehead paft the 
Coccyx, by which both the Anus and Perineum are flretch- 
ed out in form of a large Tumor, as in Table XV. 

When the Head is fo far advanced, the Operator ought 
to extract with grea: Caution, left the parts mould bt torn. 
If the Labour-pains are fufficient, the Forehead may be 
kept, down, and helped along in a flow manner by preffing 
againft it with the Fingers on the external parts below the 
Coccyx : at the fame time the Forceps being take a off, the 
Head may be allowed to ftretch the Os Externum more and 
more in a gradual manner, from the foice of the Labour- 
pains, as well as afliftance of the fingers. Bnt if the former 
are weak and inefficient, the aCillanceof the forceps mull 
be continued.

THE NINETEENTH TABLE 

In the fame View and Settion of the Pelvis, is intended 
by ont- lines to fhew, that as the external parts are Itretched, 
and the Os Externum is dilated, the Occiput of the Foetus 
riles up with a femicircular turn from out below the Pules, 
the under part of which Bones are as an Axis, or Fulcrum, 
on which the back part of the neck turns, whilft at the 
fame time the Forehead and Face in their turn upwards 
diftend largely the parts between the Coccyx, and Os Exttr_ 
num. This is the method obferved by Nature, in ftretch- 
ing thefe parts in Labour, and as Nature is always to be 
imitated, the fame method ought to be followed, when it is 
neceffary to help along the Head with the Forceps.

THE TWENTY-FIRST TABLE 

Shews the Head of the Foetus in the fame pofition as in the 
former Table, but being much larger, it is by ftrong 
Labour-pains fqeezed into a longilh form with a Tumor 
on the Vertex, from the long compreffion of the Head in 
the Pelvis. If the Child cannot be delivered with the 
Labour-pains, or turned and brought fc otling, the For- 
ceps are to be applied on the Head as defcribed in this 
figure, and brought along as it prefents ; but if that 
cannot be done without running the rifque of tearing 
the Peritueum, and even the Vagina and Reflum of the 
Woman, the Forehead muft be turned backwards to the 
Sacrum. To do this more effectually, the Operator muft 
grafp firmly with both Hands the handles of the Forceps 
and at the fame time pufhing upwards raife the Head as 
high as poffible, in order to turn the Forehead to one fide, 
by which it is brought into the natural pofition ; this 
done the Head may be brought down aud delivered as in 
Table XVI. &c.

If the Face is not forced down, the Head will fometimes 
come along in this Manner, in which Cafe the Vertex will 
be flattened, and the Forehead raifed in a conical Form* 
and when the Head comes down to the lower part of the Pet- 
mis, the Face or Occiput will be turned from the fide, and 
come out below the Pubes. But if the Head is large and 
Cannot be delivered by the pains, or if the wrong pofition 
Cannot be altered, the Child muft, if poflible, be brought 
footling; or delivered with the Forceps.

When the Pelvis is large, the Head, if (mail, will come 
along in this pofition, and the Child be faved ; for as the 
Head advances lower, the Face and Forehead will flretch 
the parts between the Frttnum Labierum and Coccyx in form 
•f a large Tumor. As the Os Externum likewife is dilated, 
the Face will be forced through it, the under part of the 
Chin will rife upwards over the anterior part of the Pubes, 
and the Forehead, Vertex, and Occiput, turn up from the 
parts below, if the Head however is large, it will be de- 
tained, either when higher or in this pofition. In this Cafe, 
if the pofition cannot be altered to the natural, the Child 
ought to be turned, and delivered footling. If the Pelvis 
however is narrow, and the Waters not all gone, the Vertex 
jEhould, if poffible, be brought to prefent ; but if the Uterus 
is fo clofely contracted, that this cannot be affe&ed, on ac- 
count of the ftrong preffure of the fame, and flipperinefs of 
f.he Child's Head, in this cafe the Method direfted in the 
following Table is to be taken. 

THE TWENTY-FOURTH TABLE 

Reprefents in the lateral View, the Head of the Foetus iji the, 
lame pofition as in the former Table ; but the delivery 
is fuppofed to be retarded from the largeneis of the Head, 
•r a narrow Pelvis. 

In this Cafe, if the Head cannot be raifed, and pufhed 
Bp to the Uterus, it ought to be delivered with the forceps, 
in order to fave the Child. This pofition oi the Lhmtotne 
Pubes is one of the laieit cafes, where tht Face pietcnu and 
is molt ealily delivered with the 1 . 
inducing* wtt* .v«r tfc< fer* u ikewn in thu - b. 
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Tiie Patient muil lie on her Back with her Breech a little 
over the Bed, her Legs and Thighs being fupported by an 
afintant fitting on cich tide. After the parts have been 
flowly dilated with the Hand of the Operator, and the For- 
ceps introduced, and properly fixed along the Ears of the 
Child, the Head is to be brougnt down by degrees, that 
the parts below the Os Externum may be gradually ftretched : 
the Chin then is to be raifed up over the Pufcs, ' whilft the 
Fo.ehead, Fbntanclle, and Occiput, are brought out flowly 
from the Perineum and Fundament to prevent the fame from 
being hurt or lacerated. But if the Foetus can neither be 
turned, nor extracted with the Forceps, the delivery 
ir.uftbe left to the Labour-pains, as long as the Patient is 
in no danger ; but if danger is apparent, the Head mult be 
delivered with the curved Crotchets. Vide Table XXXIX. 

When the face prefents, and the Chin is to thefideofthe 
Pelvis, the Patient muft lie on her fide and after the For- 
ceps are fixed along the Ear's the Chin is to be brought down 
to the lower part of the Os Ifchium, and then turned out 
below the Pubes, and delivered in a flow manner as above.

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In fuch Cafes, aswell as in thofe of the laft mentioned 
Table, if the Child is fmall, the Head will be pufhed lower 
with the Labour-pains, and gradually ftretch the lower part 
of the Vagina, and the external parts, by which means the 
Os Externum will be more and more dilated, till the Vertex 
-comes out below the Pubes, and rifes up on the outfide ; in 
which cafe the delivery is then the fame, as in natural La- 
bours. But if the Head is large, it will pafs along witk 
great Difficulty, whence the Brain, and Veffelsof the Neck, 
will be fo much compreffed and obftru&ed, as to deftroy the 
Child. To prevent which, if called in time, before the 
Head is far advanced in the Pel-vis, the Child ought to be 
turned, aud brought footling. If the Head however is low 
down, and cannot be turned,'the delivery is then to be per- 
formed with the Forceps, either by bringing along the Head 
as it prefents, or as in the following Table. See the Refer- 
ences in the preceding Table. 

THE TWENTY-SIXTH TABLE 

Reprefents by out-lines in a lateral View of the left fide of 
the Subjeft, the Fcetus in the fame Situation as in the 
former Table. 

The Head is here fqueezed into a very ofolong form, and 
though forced down fo as fully to dilate the Os Externum, 
yet the Vertex and Occiput cannot be brought fo far down, 
as to turn out from below the Pubes (as in the foregoing 
Table,) without tearing the Perinaum and Anus, as well as 
the Vagina and Reel urn. 

Tbebeft method in this cafe, after either the ffiort o r 
lone curved Forceps have been applied along the Ears (as 
reoriented in the Table,) is to pufti the Head as high up 
in the Pehis as is poffible, after which the Chin is to be 

turned 
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turned from the Os Sacrum to either Os I/chium, and afu;r- 
ware's brought down to the inferior part of the !ail mentioned 
Bone This done, the Operator mult pull the Forceps with 
ene Hand, whiltl two Fingers of the other are fixed on th e 
lower part of the Chin or Under-jaw, to keep the Face in 
the middle, and prevent the Chin from being detained at 
the Oslfchium, as it comes along, and in this manner move 
the Chin round with the Forceps, and the above Fingers, 
till brought under the Pubes, which done the Head will be 
eafily extracted; as in Table XXIV. 

If, before affiftance has been called, the Head is f» 
fqueezed down into the Pelvis, that it is impoffible to move 
the Chin from the Sacrum to either Os ljchium, fo as to de- 
liver with the Forceps for the Safety of the Child, the Op- 
erator mull wait with Patience, as long as the Woman r* 
not in danger, or there is no certainty of the death of the 
Foetus : But if the Patient runs the leafl rifque, the Head 
mull be delivered with the Crotchet. 

In general, with refpeel to the pofture of the Woman in 
the application of the Forceps, when the Lars are to the 
fides of the Pelvis, the Forceps, as was ohferved in Table 
XXIV. are moll eafily introduced when the Patient lies 
upon her Back, and her Breech over the fide of the Bed ; 
but when the Ear is to the Pubes or Groin, they are better 
applied when the Patient lies on her fide, as was obferved i» 
the cafes where the Vertex prefented.

The Head of the Foetus here, though fmall, is with diffi - 
culty fqueezed down into the Pelvis, and changed from a 
round to an oblong Form, before it can pafs, there being 
only the Space of two Inches and one quarter between the 
projection of the fuperior part of the Sacrum, and the Ojjk 
Pubis. If the Head is foon deliyered, the Child may be 
born alive : but if it continues in this manner many Hours, 
it is in danger of being loft, on account of the long preffure 
ofthe Brain. To prevent which, if the Labour- pains are 
not fufficiently ftrong, the Head may be helped along with 
the Forceps, as directed in Table XVI. 

This figure may ferve as an example ofthe extreme degree 
Of diftortion of the Pelvis, between which, and the well" 
formed one, are many intermediate degrees; according to 
which the Difficulty of Delivery mull increafe, or diminifh, 
as well as from the difproportion of the Pelvis and Head of 
the Fcetus ; all which Cafes require the greateft Caution, 
both as to the Management and Safety of the Mother and 
Child.

This Table ihews the impoflibility in fuch acafetbfave 
the Child, unlefs by the Ceefarian Operation, which how- 
ever ought never to be performed, excepting when it is im- 
practicable to deliver at all by any other method. Even in 
this cafe, after the upper part of the Head is diminifhed in 
bulk, and the Bones are extra&ed, the greateft Force muft 
be applied in order to extract the Bones of the Face, and 
Bafis of the Skull, as well as the Body of the Fcetus.

THE TWENTY-NINTH TABLE 

Reprefents in a front View of the Pelvis, as in Table XXII. 
the Breech of the Fcetus prefenting, and dilating the Os 
Internum, the Membranes being t«o foon broke. The fore- 
parts of the Child are to the pofterior part of the Uterus, 
and the Funis with a knot upon it furrounds the Neck, 
Arm, and Body. 

Some time after this and the following Tables were en- 
graved, Dr, Kelly Ihewed me a Subjed he had opened, 
where the Breech prefented itfelf, and lay much in the fame 
pofition with its Body as in the Ninth Table, fuppofing the 
Breech in that Figure, turned down to the Pelvis, and the 
Head up to the Fundus Uteri. 

I have fometi.nes felt, in thefe Cafes, [when Labour was 
begun, and before the Breech was advanced into the Pelvis'] 

onje 
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•ne Hip at the Sacrum, the other refting above the Os Pubis, 
and the private Parts to one Side ; but before they could 
advance lower, the Nates were turned to the fides and wide 
part of the Brim of the Pelvis, with the private parts of the 
Sacrum, as in this Table ; though fometiines to the Pubes, 
as in the following Table. As foon as the Breech advances 
to the lower part of the Bafon, the Hips again return to 
their former pofition, <uix. one Hip turned out below the 
Os Pubis, and the other at the back Parts of the Os Externum. 
N. B. In this cafe the Child, if not very large, or the 
Pelvis narrow, may be often delivered aiive by the Labour- 
pains ; but if long detained at the inferior part of the Pel- 
-vis, the long preffure of the Funis may obftruct the circula- 
tion In mod Cafes where the Breech prefent*, the effect. 
of the Labour-pains ought to be waited for, till ae leaftthey 
have fully dilated the Os Internum and Vagina, if the fame 
have not been ftrerched before with the Waters and Mem- 
branes. In the mean time, whilft the Breech advances, the 
Os Externum may be dilated gently during every pain, to 
allow room for introducing a Finger or two of each Hand to 
the oufiide of each Groin of the Foetus, in order to aflat ti e 
Delivery when the Nates are advanced to the lower part of 
the Vagina. But if the foetus is larger than ufual, or the 
Pelvis narrow, and after a long time, and many repeated 
pains, the Breech is not forced down into the Pelvis, the 
Patient's Strength at the fame time failing, the Operator 
muft in a gradual manner open the Parts, and having in- 
troduced a Hand into the Vagina, raife or pufh up the 
Breech of the Foetus, and bring down the Legs and Thigh?. 
If the Uterus is fo ftrong'y contracted that the Legs cann< t 
be got down, the largeft end of the blunt Hook is to be in- 
troduced, as direcled in Table XXXVII. As foon as the 
Breech or Legs are brought down, the Body and Head are 
to be delivered as defcribed in the next Tabic, only there 
is no Neceflity here to alter the pofition of the Child's Body.

The defcription of the Parts in this, and the following 
Table, is the fame as in Table XXII. only the dotted Lines 
in this defcribe the place of the OJfa Pubis, and anterior 
parts of the Ojja l/chium which are removed, and may 
ferve in this refpeft, as an example for all the other front 
Views, where, without disfiguring the Table, they could 
not befo well put in. 

THE THIRTIETH TABLE 

Shews, in the fame View, and with the fame References 
as in the former, the Breech of the Foetus, prefenting, with 
this Difference however, that the fore-parts of the Child are 
to die fore-part of the Uterus. In this Cafe when the Breech 
coming double as itprefents is brought down to the Hams, 
the Legs muft be extracted, a Cloth wrapped round them, 
and the fore-parts of the Child turned to ihe back-parts of 
the Woman. If a Pain fliould in the mean time force down 
the Body of the Child, it ought to be pufhed up again in 
turning, as it turns eafier when the Belly is in the Pelvis, 
than when the Breaft and Shoulders are engaged, and as 
fometimes the Face and Forehead are rather towards one of 
the Groins, a quarter turn more brings thefe parts to the 
fide of the Pelvis, and a little backwards, after which the 
Body is to be brought down. If the Child is not large, 
the Arms need not be brought down, and the Head may be 
delivered by preffing back the Shoulders and Body of the 
Child to the Perinaum, and whilft the Chin and Face are 
within the Vagina, to bring the Occiput out from below the 
Pubes, according to Daventer's method. Or the Operator 
may introduce a Finger or two into the Mouth, or on each 
fide of the Nofe, andfupportingthe Body on the fame Arm, 
fix two Fingers of tht other Hand over the Shoulders, on 

each 
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each fide of the Child'* Neck, and in this manner raife the 
Body over the Pubes, and bring the Face and Forehead out 
with a femicircuiar turn upwards, from the under part of 
the Os Externum. All this may be eafily done when the 
Woman iies on her Side but if the Child is large, and the 
Pelvis narrow, it is better to turn the Patient on her Back* 
as defcribed in Table XXIV. and after the Legs and Body 
are extracted as far as the Shoulders, the Arms are to be 
cautiouily brought down, and the Head delivered If the 
Woman has ftrong pains, and when by the felt Pulfation of 
the Veflels of the Funis Umbilicatis, or the ftrugling Motions 
of the Fcetus, it is certain that the Child is ftill alive, wait 
with patience for the Afliftance of the Labour; but if that 
and ihe Hand are inefficient, and the Pulfation of the Funis 
turns weaker, and if the Child cannot be brought double* 
the Breech muft be pufhed up, and if the Reliftance of the 
Uterus is fo great, as to prevent the Extraftion of the Legs, 
#ie Patient ought to be turned on her Knees and Elbows. 
When the Legs are thus brought down, the Woman, if 
needful, is to be again turned to her Back, to allow more 
Freedom to deliver the Body and Head, as before defer-, 
If the Head after feveral Trials cannot be delivered, « ith- 
out endangering the Child, from overftraining the Neck, 
the long curved Forceps ought to be applied, as ii|3W)le 
XXXV. If thefe fail, and the Patient is not in Danger, 
fome Time may be allowed for the EfTed of the Labour- 
pains, which likewife proving infufficient, the Crotchet muft 
be ufed as in Table XXXIX. and when it is certain that 
the Child is dead, or that there h no Poffibility of faving it.

is and tiie three following Tables reprefenting four 
diffei nt p.a.iernatural pofitions of the Foetus in Utero, may 
ftrve as Examples for the manner of Delivery in thefe as 
well as in all other ^raeternatural Cafes. 

In all preternatural Cafes, the Foetus may be eafily tur- 
ned and delivered by the Feet, if known before the Mem. 
braves are broke, and the Waters difcharged ; or if the Pel- 
n:ii is narrow, and the Patient is ftrong, the Head, if largei 
may be brouglit down fo as to prefent in t.he natural Way : 
but if ail the Waters are difcharged, and the Uterus \ s 
flront^v contracted to the Body of the Foetus, this laft 
MetraM can feld^m take place, on account of theflrong 
PreiTure of the Uterus, and Slipperinefs of the Child's Head. 
In the prefent Cafe, the Woman may either be laid on 
her Back or Side, a> defcribed in Tables XVI. and XXIV. 
and the Operator having flowly dilated the Os Externum 
with his Fingers, muft introduce the fame into the Vagina, 
and pufh up into the Uterus the parts of the Foetus that pre. 
(ent ; or if there is fpace for it, his Hand may pafs in or- 
der to dilate the Os Internum if not fufriciently ftretched pre_ 
viouily by the Membranes and Waters. This done he mull 

advance 
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advance his Hand into the Uterus, to konw the pofition of 
the Foetus, and as the Breech is rather lower than the Head» 
fearch for the other Leg, and bring down both Feet with- 
out the Os Externum. A Cloth mull then be wrapped round 
them, and having grafped them with one Hand, he is to in- 
troduce the other into the Uterus, in order to raife the Head 
of the Foetus, whilft the Legs and Thighs are pulled down 
by the Hand that holds the Feet. When the Hea*d is raifed, 
and does not fall down again, the Hand of the Operator 
may be withdrawn from the Uterus, and the Delivery com- 
pleated, as directed in the two former Tables. By the art- 
lefs method of taking hold and pulling one or both Feet, the 
Breech may come down and the Head rife to the Fundus, 
but if this mould not happen, there will be great danger of 
overftraining the Foetus, which is prevented by the former 
method. If the Membranes are broken, before the Os Uteri 
is largely opened, and the Hand of the Operator cannot be 
introduced, which fometimes happens in a firft Pregnancy, 
the parts of the Foetus fhould be allowed to protrude ftill 
further, by which means the rigidity of the Os Internum will 
in time be leffened.

THE THIRT Y - S E C OND TABLE 

Reprefents in the fame View with the former, the Fcetus'm 
the contrary Pofition ; the Breech and fore-parts being 
towards the Fundus Uteri, the left Arm in the Vagina, and 
fore Arm without the Os Externum, the Shoulder being 
likewife forced into the Os Uteri. 

The Operator in this Cafe mull introduce his Fingers 
between the back part of the Vagina and the Arm of the 
Foetus, in order to raife the Shoulder and make room for 
paffing his Hand into the Uterus todiflinguifh the Pofition- 
This being known, he ought to pufh up the fr.oulder to that 

part 
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part of the Uterus, where the Head is lodged, in order to 
raife the fame to the Fundus • If the Body of the Feet us doe* 
not move round, and thereby lie in a more convenient Por- 
tion for bringing down the Legs, fche Hand of the Opera- 
tor ought to be puliied up ilill higher to Fearch for, and take 
hold of the Feet, which are to be brougnt down as far as 
is poflible. If this mould not change the Pofition, the bhoul- 
der is to be pulhed up, and the Legs pulled down alternately* 
till they are brought down into the Vagina, or without the 
Os Externum, after which the Delivery may be completed 
as in the former Cafe. 

If the Feet cannot be brought down lower than into the 
Vagina, a Noofe may be introduced over both Ankles, by 
which the Legs are brought lower by pulling the Noofe with 
one Hand whillr. the other, previoully introduced into the 
Uterus, puihes up the Shoulders and Head. By this double 
force the pofition of the Foetus is to be altered, and the Deli- 
very effected. In thefe Cafes, as the Shoulder is railed to 
the Fundus, the Arm commonly returns into the U erus ; 
but if the Arm is fo fwelled as to prevent the introduction 
of the Operator's Hand, and cannot be folded up or return- 
ed into the Uterus, it mult be taken offat the Shoulder, or 
Elbow, in order to deliver and fave the Woman. If both 
Arms come down, when the Breait prefents, the Method* 
above defcribed are to be ufed.

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The delivery in this Cafe is to be effected as in the former 
Table, by pufhing up the Breaft, and bringing down the 
«Legs. When the Belly prefents, it is eafiei coming at the 
Legs, than when the Breaft prefents, becaufe in the former 
Cafe the Head is nearer to the Fundus Uteri, and the Legs 
and Thighs iower. If the Belly or Breaft is forced down 
into the lower part of the Pelvis, the Child will be in dan- 
ger from the bending of the Vertebra, and the Preflure of 
the fpinal Marrow, fo great Force is alfo required to raiffe 
thefe Parts up into the Uterus, in order to come at tre Feet, 
that it will fometimes be neceflary to turn the Woman to 
her Knees and Elbows, to diminifh the Refiftance of the 
Abdominal Mufcles. When the Funis comes down without 
the Os Externum i if there is a Puliation felt, it muft im- 
mediately be replaced, and kept warm in the Vagina, to 
preferve the Circulation, and prevent a Stagnation, from 
its being expofed to the cold Air. If the Funis comes dow* 
when the Head prefents, the Child is in danger if notfpee- 
dilv delivered with the pains, or b -night footling.

Hence it appears why the anterior part of the Os Uteri is 
frequently protruded before the Head of the Fceius at the 
Pubes, which, if it retards Delivery, is removed by Aiding 
it up with a Finger or two between the Head and lafl-men- 
tioned Part. Vide Tables IX. X. XI. XII. XIII. 

The manner of Delivery in the Pofitioh of the Foetus, as 
reprefented in this Table, is to endeavour with the Hand to 
force up the part prefenting in order to raife the Head to 
the Fundus. If this is impoflible from the flrong Contrac- 
tion of the Uterus, the Operator mull pufli up his Hand in 
a flow and cautious manner along the Breafl and Belly of 
the Child, in order to come at the Legs and Feet, which 
are to be taken hold of, and brought down as far as the 
Pofition of the Foetus will admit of. The Body is then to 
be moved round by pufhing up the lower Parts, and pulling 
down the upper, till the Feet are brought without the Os 
Externum, and the Delivery completed as in Table XXXI. 
But if the Feet cannot be got down, fo as to be taken hold 
of without the Os Externum, a Noofe mull be fixed over the 
Ankles, as in Table XXXII.

After the Body and Arms of the Child are delivered, 
and the different Methods ufed to bring down the Head 
with the Flands, as dire&ed in the above Table, and more 
fully defcribed in Vol. I. and III. the following Method i s 
to be tried in order to fave the Child, which mull otherwife 
be loft by overftraining the Neck and fpinal Marrow. Th« 
Woman being in the Supine Pofition, as in Table XXIV. 
one of the affiftants ought to hold the Body and Arms of the 
Child up towards the Abdomen at the Woman, to give more 
room to the Operator, who having introduced or e Hand up 
to the Child's Face, and moved it from the Side a little 
backwards, for the eafier application of the Forceps along 
the Sides of the Head, muft then turn his hand to One of 
the Ears, and introduce one of the Blades witl? the other 
hand between the fame and the Head, with the curved Side 
towards the Pubes, as in this Table. This done, the hand 
is to be brought down to hold the Handle of the Blade of the 
Forceps, till the other Hand is introduced to the other fid« 
efthe Head, by which means the fame is preffed again ft th£ 
Blade that is up, and which is thus prevented from flipping, 

G whiiS 
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whilfl the other Hand introduces the fecond Blade on the 
oppofite Side. The Blades being thus introduced, care 
muft be taken, that in joining them no part of the Vagina is 
locked in. After the Forceps are firmly fixed along the 
Sides of the Head, the Face and Forehead mult be turned 
again to the Side of the Brim of the Pelvis, by which means 
the wide part of the Head is to the wide part of the Brim. 
This done the Head is to be brought lower, and the Force 
gradually increafed, according to the Refinance from the 
largenefs of the Head, or narrownefs of the Pelvis. The 
Forehead, when brought low enough down, is then to be 
turned into the Concavity of the Os Sacrum and Coccyx, the 
Handles of the Forceps raifed upwards, and the fame Cau- 
tion ufed in bringing the Head through the Os Externum, as 
defcribed in Table. XIX. and XXX. By this Method the 
Head will be delivered, the Child frequently faved, and the 
ufe of the Crotchet prevented, except in thofe Bafons that 
are fo narrow, that it is impofiible to deliver without dimi- 
nifhing the Bulk of the Head.

Reprefents, in a lateral View of the Pelvis, the Method of 

extracting with the AfHftance of a curved Crotchet, the 

Head of the Foetus, when left in the Uterus, after the Body 

is delivered and feparated from it ; either by its bein^ 

too large, or the Pelvis too narrow.

If this Cafe happens from the Forehead's being towards 
the Pubes, or the Child long dead, and fo mortified that 
both the Body and Under-jaw are feparated unexpectedly, 

the 
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jhe long Forceps that are curved upwards will be fufficient 
to extract the Head ; but if the fame is large, and the Pel- 
vis narrow, and the Delivery cannot be effected by the 
above Method, then the Head mult be opened, that its bulk 
may diminilh, as it is extracted. The Patient being plsced 
either on her Back, or Side, as in the Explanation 01 Table 
XVI. and XXIV. the left hand of the Operator is to be in- 
troduced into the Uterus, and the Forehead of the Fcetus 
turned to the right Side of the Brim of the Pelvis, and a 
little backwards, the Chin being downwards ; after which 
the palm of the hand and fingers are to be advanced as high 
as the Fontanel'* , and the Head grafped with the thumb and 
little finger on each fide, as firm as is pofiiblc, wlulft an af- 
fiftant preffes on each fide of the Abdomen with both hands, 
to keep the Uterus firm in the middle and lower part of the 
fame. This done, the Operator having with his right hand 
introduced and applied the Crotchet to the Head (the point 
being turned towards the Forehead, and the convex part 
towards the Sacrum), he mult go up along the infide of the 
left hand as high as the Fontanelle, and there, or near it, fix 
the point of the Crotchet, keeping (till the left hand in the 
foimcr pofition, till with the other he pierces the Craniunt 
with the point of thelnilrument, and tears a large opening 
in it from K to I ; after this, keeping the Crotchet fteady, 
he may Hide down his left hand in a cautious manner, left 
the former pofition mould be altered, and the Head will fink 
low er down by the afliftant's prefling on the Abdomen.

THE THIRTY-SEVENTH TABLE 

With the two following, represents feveral kinds of Inllru- 
monts ufeful in. labourious and difficult Cafes. 
A The flraight fhort Forceps, in the exact proportion as 
to the width between the Blades and length from the points 
to the locking part : the firfr being two and the fecond fix 
inches, which with" five Inches and a half (the length of 
the handles), makes in all eleven Inches and a half. The 
length of the handles may be altered at pleafure. I find, 
however, in practice that this ftandard is the moll conveni. 
eat, and with lefs difficulty introduced, than when longer, 
having alfo fufheient force to deliver in molt Cafes, where 
their affifrance is neceffary. The handles and the loweft 
part of the Blades may as here be covered with any durable 
Leather, but the Blades ought to be wrapped round with 
Something of a thinner kind, which may be eafily renewed 
when there if the leaft fufpicion of venereal Infection in a 
former Cafe ; by being thus covered, the Forceps have a 
better hold, and mark lefs the Head of the Child. For 

'their 
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their eader introuuclion, the Blades ought likewife to be 
greafed with Hog's-lard. 

B Reprefents the pofterior part of a fingle Blade, in or- 
der to fhew the width and length of the open part of the 
faine, and the form and dimenfions of the whole. The 
handles however as here reprefented are rather too large. 
Vide Table XXI. for the figure and dimenfions of the 
long Forceps, that are curved upwards, and covered in the 
fame manner as the forner. 

The Forceps were at firft contrived to fave the Fcetus, 
and prevent, as much as poflible, the ufe of lharp Intfru- 
ments ; but even to this falutary method recourfe ought not 
to be had but in Cafes where the degree of force requifite 
to extract will not endanger by its confequences the life of 
the Mother. For, by the imprudent ufe of the Forcepj, 
much more harm may be done than good. 

See the Explanation of Table XVI. alfo the Preface t* 
Vol. II. with the Cafes in the Collection on that Subject. 
C The Blunt Hook which is ufed for three purpofes. 
Firft, ToafTift the extraction of the Head after the Cra- 
nium is opened with the Suffers, by introducing the fmall 
•end along the Ear on the outfide of the Head to above the 
Under-jaw, where the point is to be fixed ; the other ex- 
tremity of the Hook being held with one hand, whilft tw« 
fingers of the other are to be introduced into the forefaid 
opening, by which holds the Head is to be gradually ex- 
tracted. 

Secondly, The fmall end is ufeful in abortions in any of 
the firft four or five Months to hook down the Secundines, 
when lying loofe in the Uterus, when the Patient is much 
weakened by FJoodings from the too long retention of th e 
fame, the pains alfo being unable to expel them, and when 
they cannot be extracted with the fingers. But if the Pla- 
centa ftill adheres, it is dangerous to ufe this or any other 
Jnftrument to extract the fame, as it ought to be left till it 
feparates naturally. If a fmall part of the Sccundines is pro- 
*ru - through the Oj Uteri, and pulled away from what 
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fill adheres in .. the mouth of the Womb contracls, 

and that irritation ".s thereby removed which would have 
continued the pains, and have feparated and difcharged the 
whole. 

Wily, The large Hook at the other end is ufcful to af- 
fift the extraftion of the Body, when the Breech prefents, 
but fhonld be ufedwith great caution, to avoid the difloca- 
tion or fracture of the Thigh.

THE THIR T Y -EI GHTH TABLE 

A Reprefents the Whale-bone Fillet which may be fome- 
times ufeful in laborious Cafes, when the Operator is not 
provided with the Forceps in fudden and unexpected Ex- 
igencies. 

When the Vertex of the Foetus prefents, and the Head is 
forced down into the lower part of the Pelvis, the Woman 
weak and the pains notfufficient to deliver it, the double of 
the Fillet is to be introduced along the fore-part of the Pa- 
rietal Bones to the Face, and if poflible above the Under- 
jaw ; which rone, the Whale-bone may be either left in or 
pnlled down out of the Sheath, and every weak pain affilled 
by pulling gently at the Fillet. If the Head can be raifed 
to theupper part of the Pelvis, the Fillet will bemorecafi- 
\y got over the Chin, which is a fafer and better hold, than 
on the Face. If the Face or Forehead prefents, the Filh t 
is to be introduced over the Occiput. Vide Vol. I. Lib. II I. 
Chap. 3. Sect. 2. Vol. II. Coll. 24. 

In fuch Cafes likewife the Whale-bone may be fupplied 
by a Twig of any tough Wood, mounted with a limber Gar- 
ter or Fillet fewed in form of a long Sheath. 

B B. Gives two Views of a new kind of Peflary for the 
Prolapfus Uteri, being taken from fixvFrencb and Dutch kind. 
After the Uterus is reduced, the large End oft 
is to b; introduced into the Vagina, and the Os Vu •'• re- 
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tained in the concave part, where there are threeholes r« 
prevent the ftagnation of any moifture. The fmall End 
without the Os Externum has two tapes drawn through the 
two holes, which are tied to four other tapes, that hanjr 
down from a belt that furrounds the Woman's Body, and 
by this means keep up the Peffary. This fort may be taken 
out by the Patient when Ihe goes to Bed, and introduced 
again in the morning ; but as this fometimes rubs the Os 
Externum, f® as to make its ufe uneafy, the rcand kind 
marked C are of more general ufe. They are made cf 
Wood, Ivory, or Cork (the laft covered with Cloth and 
dipt in Wax) : the Peffary is to be lubricated with Poma- 
tum, the edge forced through the paftage into the Vagina, 
and a finger introduced in the hole in the middle lajs it 
acrofs within the Os Externum. They ought to be larger or 
fmaller, according to the widenefs or narrownefs of the paf- 
fage, to prevent their being forced out by any extraordinary 
ftraining.

D D Gives two Views of a Female Catheter to (hew its 
degree of curvature and different parts. Thofe for commca 
ufe may be made much mqrter for conveniency of carrying 
in the Pocket ; but fometimes, when the Head or Body of 
the Child prefles on the Bladder above the Pubes, it requires 
one of this length ; and in fome extraordinary Cafes I have 
been obliged to ufe a Male Catheter.

THE THIRTY. NINTH TABLE 

a Reprefents a pair of curved Crotche'ts locked together 
in the fame manner as the Forceps : It is very rare that the 
ufe of both is ncceffary, excepting when the Face prefents 
with the Chin turned to the Sacrum, and when it is impoi - 
fible to rnpve the Head to bung the Child footling, or de- 
liver with the Forceps. In that cafe, if one Crotchet is no t 
fufneient, the other is to be introduced, and when joined 

together 
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together will aft both as Crotchets, in opening the Cranium, 
and as the Head advances, will likewife aft as Forceps in 
moving and turning the Head more conveniently for th e 
Delivery of the fame. They may alfo be ufeful to affill 
when the Head is left in the Uterus, and one Blade is not 
fufficient. Ther$ is feldom occafion hwoever for the (harp 
Crotchet, when the Head prefents, the blunt Hook in Table 
XXVII. being commonly fufficient, or even the Forceps 
to extraft the fame, after it is Opened with the Sciffars. 
Great care ought to be taken when the fharp Crotchet is 
introduced, to keep the point towards the Foetus, efpccially 
in Cafes where the Fingers cannot be got up to guide the 
fame. The dotted lines along the infide of one of the 
Blades, reprefent a Sheath that is contrived to guard the 
point till it is introduced high enough ; the ligature at the 
handles marked with the two dotted lines is then to be un- 
tied, the fheath withdrawn, and the point, being uncovered, 
is fixed as direfted in Table XXXVI. 

The point, guarded with this Sheath, may alfo be ufed 
inftead of the blunt Hook. 

b Gives a View of the back part of one of the Crotchets 
which is twelve Inches long. 

c Gives a front View of the point to fhew its length and 
breadth, which ought to be rather longer and narrower than 
here reprefented. 

d Reprefents the ScifTars proper for perforating the Cra- 
nium in very narrow and diftorted Pelvifes. They ought t» 
be made very ftrong, and nine Inches at lead in length, 
with flops or reils in the middle of the Blades, by which a 
large dilation is more eafily made. 

The abovelnftruments ought only to be ufed in the moft 
extraordinary Cafes, where it is not pofiible to fave the 
Woman without their afliilance.
